Peace and War Camps 
In some of the defensive measures which it 





has’ been found necessary to take in Great 
Britain, an effort is being made to combine 
military with peace-time objectives. ‘This is 


the case with the permanent camps which are 
being constructed in various parts of the coun 
fry. They will house a number of children who 
will have to be evacuated from towns and 
cities in the danger zones In ime of war, and 
they. Will be used for the’ recuperation’ and 
holidays of sehoo! children in peace time, The 
Camps Bill, which was recently introduced in 
Parliament,’ provided for fifty camps, each ace 
‘commodating about. 350 children, at'a cost of 
Some £1,200.000, Regarded as peace camps, if 
used for six months in the year only, these 
fifty camps will give. good holiday accommoda~ 
tion {0-200,000 children. Each is planned. in 
stich a way that jt will serve as a nucleus round 
whieh further buildings ean be grouped. The 
camps are thus eapable of rapid extension, and 
n eiergency each ean at onee house double tie 
number of children for which it was originally 
Aesigned. The camps will be situated in rural 
surroundings about thirty miles from. the 
large centres of population which they are to 
serve, and they will form part of a general plan 
for the improvement of the nation’s health. 
They will be built by companies making no 
profit, work with capital mainly provided by 
the Government. The authorities concerned will 
be given powers to acquire land compulsorily; 
and in the construction of the camps special at= 
tention will be paid to the provision of jobs for 
men at present Gnemployed. The chief eritic~

Just Settlement Wanted 

“His* Majesty's Government have 
never faltered in their desire to use 
all their influence, and to avail 
themselves of every opportunity that 
may suggest self, to secure a just 
settlement of the ‘conflict, and they 
have remained acutely conscious of 
the duty Jaid on them by the resolu 
tion of October 6, 1937, to consider 
how far they could individually aid 
China. 

“It is in recognition of this obliga~ 
tion, which as members of the League 
they do not desire to evade, that they 
hhave refused to close existing chan 
nels with China through British 
territory, and have facilitated the 
opening of new channels. 

They have also taken certain finan- 
cial measures, which I need not

“His Majesty's Government hope 
and the Chinese Government appear 
to recognize, that these measures,

Co-ordination Not Assured 
“Similar measures have been made 
‘at previous sessions of the Council, 
‘and while the principle of co- 
ordinate action has been recognized 
‘at these meetings it has hitherto been 
Tound that the necessary elements {¢ 
stich co-ordination are not assured, 

Lord Halifax asked whether repre- 
sentatives of states at this meeting 
were convinced that there had been 
‘any alteration in the situation in this 
respeet since the last meeting of the 
Counell, and whether they considered 
the elements in question now present 
‘end assured, 

He thought that those member 
states who. were most directly con- 
ered must admit that this was not 
the ease. 

He, therefore, would be less than 
frank if he hold out the hope tha 
in the present circumstances and with 
the heavy responsibilities resting on 
them elsewhere in the world, the 
British Government were abie to 

ndertake the additional commitments 
comprised in Dr. Koo's. proposals. 

‘Lord Halifax added they believed 
that other governments, who were 
members of the League, were likely 
to find themselves in a'similar posi- 
tion. 

‘The British Government, therefore, 
he said, were bound to ‘feel grave 
doubls whether any useful purpose 
could be served by adopting the pro- 
posal to establish a co-ordinating 
committee at present.—Reuter.

Another Empire Day, another of those 
ruilestones in the history of the British Empire 
has been reached, in circumstances inter- 
ationally no better than when this day was 
celebrated last year. ‘The spectre of fear 

‘uges over the whole world, fear of war 
nd all the horrors which the knowledge of 











flower long after he had died, is better placed 
now to meet the future than has ever been 
the case before. This past year will go down 
in British history as one of the most remark- 
able through which the Empire has passed. 
It has seen great decisions made, old usages 
departed from, disillusionments realized and 
the lion has been stirred from his compla~ 
eeney. It is well. It would be better if there| 
were some bard such as Kipling to re-sing! 
the songs of Empire. This is no day when 
minds are turned to nationalities which go to 
make it up, but rother to that broad concept 
which Kipling saw when he- wrote “The| 
Houses” a song of the Dominions :— 

“Twit my house and thy house what tak can 

there 

Of Headship oF lordship, or service or fee? 

Since my house to thy house no greater can 

send 

‘Than thy house to my: house—friend comfort- 

ing. triend 

And thy house to my house no meaner can 

ring. 

‘Than my howe to thy house—King counsell- 

‘ng King. 

It Is in the intimacy of equality that the 
strength of the British Empire is to be found, 
{in The Blood ; not the material blood of men’s 
bodies, but of common ideals, purposes and 
determinations. ‘There is nothing mean in the| 
‘conception of empire ; the men who founded it 
did so inspired by that same idea of service| 
to the common cause which still animates the 
true Briton no matter where fate has caused 
his lot to be set. The same high courage and 
lofty hand which created the Empire main~ 
tains it and will continue to do so against 
the envy of less happier lands, The response 
{to the appeal for national service in Great 
Britain was great ; it was not entirely satis- 
factory because of the immensity of the 
problems involved, but it was sufficient to 
show that the heart of Britain is sound, and’ 
ready to meet whatever demands may be 
made upon it in the defence of that Empire 
of which it is still the nerve centre. Who 
in his right senses would talk of British 
decadence in view of such a fact? Who, 
realizing all that the acceptance of the 
doctrine of conseription means to the average! 
Briton, would dare believe that the spirit 
which inspires the Empire is falling away? 
‘The wish is too often father to the thought, 
and in this ease desire parents an unwise! 
conclusion, It is indeed a dangerous one, for| 
if those who hold to it ‘seek to base their! 
future behaviour towards the Empire on such’ 
untrustworthy’ ground they may at some| 
future date find themselves uncomfortably 
disillusioned, Tt ean safely be said that never| 
before in the history of Great Britain and the 
British Empire has morale been at a higher| 
pitch. The very calmness which was shown 
during the various etises since last September’ 
is the best possible support for that conten- 
tion, and while with all his heart and soul 
the ‘average Briton desires that the cup of| 
war shall be withheld from him, let there! 
be no mistake that if he has to quaff it he| 
will drain it to its bitterest drogs. "Let those! 
who would seek to proffer that draught be- 
ware lest they find the drinking of it be to| 
their own discomfort, for the years of patience| 
which have passed were no signs of weakness, 
but rather of an earnest desire to explore the 
avenuies of peace. They are not closed yet : 
they may never ‘be, but if it is sought to 
close them determination and steel shall again| 
force a passage, 

These are not vainglorious words. ‘They 
would be if the hesitancics of the past still 
prevailed, if the British in all quarters of the 
lobe were not prepared to defend them- 
selves and their rights 6 the very last hour 
of act. It may be—though God forbid,—that 
by the time another Empire Day comes round 
Britons may be called upon to make good 
these words. ‘They will not fail any more 
than the sun will forget to rise, for if they 
did it would set upon them forever. ‘There| 
is in this year and age a call for service, for 
sacrifice, for consecration to the high ideals 
for which the Empire stands. ‘Those things| 
can only be rendered, with “a humble and| 
contrite heart,” and a remembrance of the| 
history of which the Briton can be so proud. 
A contradiction? Of course it is. Whoever| 
‘expected to sce in the British character tha 
careful consistency which denies inspiration 
and calls for nothing more than a brute, 
uncomprehending courage? It is now no time 
to sing of “the lesser breeds without the law. 
‘That type of jingoism undoubtedly served its 
purpose in its time. ‘The world has passed! 
through much since that spirit was dominant 
and though it may be more subdued, changed 
feven, the strength and determination whieh 
it expressed is still there, possibly maturer 
but nonetheless real. It is on the note that 
the Empire and all that it stands for demands, 
just as much now as it has done in the past, 
‘those great qualities which originally brought 
it into being, that this article must be brought 
to an end. “With Kipling it is stil possible| 
to sing “Fair is our lot—O goodly is our| 
heritage.” but Britons wherever they are! 
to be found, should rementber, as Nurse 
Cavell did that “Patriotism is not enough.” 
There must be faith and those other qualities! 
so that

‘Though in the past what appears to be| 
too much prominence has been given to the 
writings of Signor Gayda in the “Giornale 
d'Italia,” his latest article, written at a time 
‘when it appears likely that Great Britain 
and Russia will eventually agree upon a 
pact for mutual defence, has rather more 
than usual significance. Not because it is 
entirely possible to agree with all he says, 
‘but because there are some points with 
which democracies and dictatorships can 
find some common gmound. Thus it is 
true, as he says, that two blocs have been 
formed in Europe, though there will always 
be a difference of opinion as to whether 
both of them can be described as defensive. 
‘That quality is claimed for the anti-aggres- 
sion scheme initiated by Mr. Chamberlain 
in an endeavour to resort to some modified 
scheme for collective sccurity. It is not 
at present possible to give the same 
‘qualification to the German-Italian combiria~- 
tion, because of the conduct, and specches 
of the respective rulers which have consis- 
tently envisaged war as a means.of satisty- 
ing their desires, and though they may 
cuphemistically describe their intentions as 
seeking to secure peace for the world, it 
has always to be remembered that it will 
be the type of peace in which they shall 
have gained everything they want, no mat~ 
ter how much or how little their claims 
may be justified. It is true to say that the| 
Old Continent has arrived at the crossroads 
again, They are the same old crossroads 
‘at which it arrived in 1914; the line-up is. 
practically the same, and there is compara- 
tively very little difference in the issues 
involved, nor in the manner in which they 
‘are being approached. Indeed, when the 
history of the years immediately preceding 
the Great War is recalled, the fear that 
Germany would be the aggressor, and the’ 
eventual justification of that fear, the 
parallel is so striking as to give cause for’ 
much of that uneasiness which is being 
displayed. ‘The question, therefore, is not 
that which Signor Gayda_poses—“whether 
the imperialistic democracies will plunge 
blindly into war or adopt a new policy, at| 
fonee more cautious and more generous? 
but whether the dictatorships will agree to 
endeavour to adjust grievances by negotia- 
tion against which the democracies have 
never closed the door. 


Signor Gayda is entitled to his own 
opinion when he states that the German- 
Halian bloc is superior to that of the “Ver- 
sailles encirclement powers,” whether there 
are many more, outside those who wish to 
believe s0, who are of the same thinking’ 
may be ‘a subject for much sceptical 
speculation, but when he follows up that 
expression of belief with the assurance that 
have no intention of 
ive in a resort to force for 
the solution of pending questions, he is giv= 
ing an assurance which, if, in the light of 
all that has passed. it "gould be believed 
would set at rest, once and for all, those 
prevailing anxieties concerning the possibil~ 
ity of an outbreak of war. Unfortunately 
it fs not, and cannot be believed. Much hax 
happened since Prince Bulow, the German 
Chanectior, visiting England in’ 1899 wrote: 
“The English polit do not know

~.There is something naive in’ their’ un~ 
conscious egotism, but they have also a certain 
credulity. “They ‘are not prone to. suspect 
really evil intentions: they ‘ares...rather, ie

Signor Gayda scems to share that belief in 
British naiveté, which was further eb- 
phasized in a letter written by the Coun- 
sellor of the German Embassy in London, 
and afterwards Ambassador in Washington 
to the German Chancellor, suggesting an 
arbitration treaty with England:— 
“Such treaties are quite harmless

He is not 
believed. Rather it is anticipated that if the 
dictatorships find themselves unable by 
present menaces to achieve their desired 
ends they will resort to war. Hence the 
reparation of the anti-aggression scheme, 
find the endeavour to effect a complete un- 
derstanding with Russia for a trispartite 
system for mutual defence against that 
offence which is most certainly to be expect~ 
ed. ‘The democracies of the world, as also 
the “practical Englishmen” can no longer 
alford to be dominated by phrases. It has 
been borne in upon them that some agree~ 
ments and pacts are worth but a moment's 
purchase, and that assurances may be n0- 
thing bui the smoke screens with which to 
hide’ malign intentions. This docs not 
obscure the fact that injustices should be 
remedied. ‘There are very few indeed who 
would have the hardihood to deny that 
contention, but there is nothing to show that 
in the case of both Italy and Germany the 
appetite would not grow with cating, if it 
‘were found that mere threats could wring 
concessions from the democracies. ‘The real 
fact is that by their behaviour the dictator~ 
ships have created such a general atmosphere 
of suspicion as to their motives and good 
will, that the only possible method of pro- 
cedtire must be one based upon the belief 
that the less there is of indulgence in trust, 
the safer will the world at large be. 








TSINGTAO ANOMALIES 

May 26. 
‘The questions and answers in the House 
of Commons relative to the shipping trade 
of ‘Tsingtao, indicates, in the absence of 
official confirmation, that during the month 
of March a number of Japanese vessels and 
fone German cleared from the port with 
cargoes direct for Europe and America to the 
exelusion of British and American shipping. 
In 1935 and 1936 the proportion of Tsingtao 
shipments to Europe formerly carried in 
British ships was 36.62 per cent, there having. 
been a slight diminution in the latter year. 
It is as well that this information should be 
given members of the House of Commons, 
but it tolls only a slight part of the general 
story of discrimination against British and 
vessels of other third party neutral Powers 
which has been going on at Tsingtao ever 
since that port was occupied by the Japanese, 
For a very considerable time, on the oft urged 
score of “military necessity," access to the 
various wharves ‘was completely denied any 
other vessels than Japanese, ‘That after many 
months was relaxed to the extent of making, 
two wharves available, and while there is 
every reason to be thankful for small mereies, 
the “concession which has been made is 
obviously insufficient to permit of the trade 
of Tsingtao being handled in the manner 
which the importance of the port deserve 
with currency restrictions, and 
the Japanese over the 
export trade has resulted in a very serious 
reduction of the trade of the port, has driven 
some of it elsewhere and has brought about 
‘an almost complete stagnation as harmful to 
the interests of the Japanese themselves ax

obvious need. The short-sighted manner in 
which the Japanese officials in Tsingtao are 
actually thwarting themselves is one of the 
more incomprehensible features of a situa~ 
tion which needs a great deal of clarification, 
for it is becoming increasingly clear that not 
only are the Japanese actively engaged in| 
doing what they have always said they had 
not the slightest intention of doing—namely 
discriminating against third party neutrals— 
but are actually damaging their own interests 
at the same time. It is obvious that if they 
resorted to the policy of placing as little difi- 
culty in the way of trade as could be justified 
by the circumstances the Japanese search for 
‘exchange would be rendered all the easier, 
and it is demonstrable that it is not only 
the exchange restrictions but also the dis 
crimination against shipping which is depriv- 
ing them of a commodity of which they are 
in stich patent need. 

‘These artificial restrictions on trade which 
is bursting to get into action are weapons by 
which the Japanese are in fact defeating 
themselves, ‘The success of their various 
currency schemes depends to a very great 
extent upon the movement of trade, and the 
circulation of money which would result’ 
therefrom, and in preventing these things: 
the Japanese are in fact retarding the re- 
vovery of the areas under their control, and 
depriving themselves of the benefits of 
whatever victories they have secured up to| 
the present. If indeed it is the desire of 
the Japanese to see a return of prosperity in 
the northern areas, it Is obviously thelr’ first 
duly to see that commerce is being actively’ 
conducted, that money is circulating and that) 
it is paying the producer to get back to his 
Jabours. If the latter sces no. prospect of 
receiving adequate return for his work it 
is not to be expected of him that he will 
exert himself and while these petty dis- 
eriminations against British and other foreign’ 
shipping may be causing them a certain 
amount of loss, the greater proportion is: 
being sustained ‘by the Japanese themselves 
who are thus standing ‘in thelr own light. 
It is inconceivable that this aspect of the: 
matter has failed to commend itself to the 
authorities in Tokyo, or even to the more 
studious circles of Japanese officialdom in the 
North, and it can only be believed that those 
responsible for this reckless policy fail to 
realize the harm they are doing thelr own 
interests and the reproach which can be 
levelled against them of secking also to 
damage noutral interests, A prosperous 
‘Tsingtao, indeed a prosperous north China 
should be one of the chief aims of the Japan- 
ese authorities. Prosperity means money, 
‘and in the circumstances money must even- 
tually mean exchange, not perhaps at the rate 
they wold like but'undoubtedly at a rate 
‘which would make it better than no exchange 
at all. “Vacant wharves megn loss of revenue, 
‘another fact which appears to be overlooked, 
and in keeping them idle the Japanese are 
cutting off their own nose to spite their face. 
It is, perhaps, idle at this time to repeat 
protests which have been published time and 
again, but it should be emphasized that the 
Japanese are hurting themselves by the 
irrational poliey they are adopting, and, while 
the hurt may not be completely apparent, the 
fact that much trade has already deserted the 
Port should be an indication of what they 
might expect in the future, 

















THE NEXT STEP? 
May 27. 


‘The possibility that the proposed tripartite! 
mutual defence pact proposed for Britain, 
France and Russia will be offsetby the in- 
clusion of either one or both of Japan and 
Spain in the German-Italian military 
alliance is something over which there 
need be no great anxiety. Recent state- 
ments to the effect that Japan would 
not enter into commitments likely to involve 
her in a European war have merely reflected 
the fact that temporarily, at any rate, that! 
School of morerate thought, which does not 
desire to antagonize the democracies against 
‘Japan, have yained the day, but it must al- 
ways ‘be remembered that ‘there is avery, 
powerful section in Japan which insists 
strongly upon that nation accepting all the 
responsibilities which have been accepted by 
Haly and Germany in the development of 
the anti-Komintern Pact. ‘That this section 
has not gained the day up to the present 
does not mean that it never will, and the 
temptation to make hay in the Far East in 
the event of thé sun of war shining in 
Europe may prove too strong for those who 
feel that Japanese commitments are already: 
deep enough. ‘That Japanese adherence to 
the German-Italian Military Alliance would 
have ‘some value cannot for a moment be 
doubted, but it is modified by the fact that 
Japan is so heavily committed in China, 
that the end of her adventure here is not 
even now in sight. It has been suggested 
that the Japanese navy might be able to 
assist the dictator Powers in the Mediterran- 
ean, but the problem of getting there un- 
humpered, and so far away from its norm: 
bases is one which would require the most 
careful consideration, and the solution of 
which may be attended with all manner of 
difficulties. Nevertheless Japan, closely join- 
ed with Germany and Italy in a military 
alliance, might have a serious annoyance 




















value in the course of European hostilities, 
‘and might present a serious threat to the 
sea communications of the democracies, but 
it is not to be believed that this could not 
eventually be dealt with without too greatly 
endangering the naval position of. the de~ 
mocracies. Obviously were Japan to enter 
into any such arrangement it would mean 
that immediately upon the outbreak of an 
European war she would be bound to attack 
Russia in Siberia, and the addition of what 
‘would be a major campaign to that which she 
is already prosecuting in China might very 
‘well prove more than she could adequately 
handle. 


Obviously the only reply to the inclusion 
of Japan in the military understanding 
between Germany and Italy would be the 
extension of British, French and Russian 
engagements to the Far East as well. It is 
still to be doubted whether Japan will take 
‘Such a step, for it is quite clear that in view 
of the manner in which public opinion in 
the United States regards the recent be- 
haviour of the dictator states, Japan herself, 
would be ranked with them and held in the 
same dislike. ‘That, it is apparent from all 
that has happened, Japan has been sedulously 
endeavouring to avoid. Indeed the general 
attitude of "Tokyo since the outbreak of 
hostilities in China has been to do everything 
Possible to placate the United States, and to 
drive a wedge between that nation and those 
others with interests in the Far East, in the 
hope of reducing the forces which in’ certain 
circumstances Japan might be called upon to| 
face. Thus the inspired Japanese press, while 
roundly criticising Great Britain, and France 
for thelr very proper action which they have 
taken in Kulangsu, have carefully refrained 
from addressing the same reproaches to the 
United States, despite the fact that in this 
particular instance the Government of that 
nation was the first emphatically to reject 
Japanese demands for the alteration of the 
status of the international settlement on that 
Island. ‘The same may be said with regard 
to the attitude of Washington vis-i-vis of 
‘Tokyo's demands in connection with the In- 
ternational Settlement of Shanghai, and the 
refusal of the Japanese to take umbrage at 
American procedure while severely attacking 
Britain and France is all part and parcel of 
the same policy of endeavouring to differen- 
tiate between the well-known Mr. Codlin, 
and the equally celebrated Mr, Short. For- 
tunately the American Government is under 
ho illusions on this subject, for Japanese 
actions against American interests in the 
Far East speak louder than all the protesta- 
tions of friendship and omissions to eriticize 
which have characterized Japanese policy 
with regard to the United States. 


It would be foolish at this juncture to 
speculate upon what action the United States 
would take in the event of a European war 
developing into a world wide struggle which 
it would undoubtedly do, if hostilities fol- 
lowed upon Japanese adherence to the Ger- 
man-Italian Military Alfance. It is being 
borne in upon public opinion in the United 
States that in certain events it would be im- 
possible for them to avoid being drawn into 
the general conflagration. If they were, 
there need be not the slightest doubt on 
which side their intervention would be, and 
it may defeat the ingenuity of the dictator 
states to devise ways and means of avoiding 
such a development which would prove 
catastrophic to their aims and intentions. 
With the conclusion of a British, French and 
Russian alliance the balance of power in 
Europe will swing definitely in their favour. 
‘The inclusion of Spain with the Rome- 
Berlin axis need not necessarily prove much 
of a factor influencing the situation one way or 
the other, for while Spain would thus present 
the Axis’ with additional bases, it has had 
is bellyfull of fighting and would not look 
with any enthusiasm on a new war. Nor 
would the accession of Japan do much to 
redress the balance which has swung against 
the totalitarian powers, for it is apparent 
that she has a pretty kettle of her own fish 
to fry, and may yet be some considerable 
time engaged in the embarrassing process of 
cooking. Thus too much importance should 
not be attached to any such development if 
it comes about. ‘There should most definitely 
be nothing surprising about it, for it is the 
most logical thing which the 'Rome-Berl 
‘Tokyo axis could possibly devise to meet the 
rapidly changing situation, That it would 
not reduce the problems which the democra- 
cies would ultimately have to face has to be 
admitted, but even then in the long war 
which would result—for no one outside 
Rome and Berlin seem to believe in the 
possibility of the short, sharp, decisive 
stroke—the economic effect upon Japan, 
which is already suffering to some degree 
because of her adventure in China, might 
very well prove disastrous, so disastrous that 
even the spoils of victory might not_prove 

nt return for all the wealth and 
lives which would have been spilt, 

















STRANGE REMARKS 
May 29.

rights, but what Japan demands," fom which 
it is to be assumed that the rights of third| 
parly neutrals are to be subordinated to 
whatever Japan considers to be her own 
particular needs in the circumstances. It 
wos inevitable that that remark should 
attract very considerable attention abroad, 
‘and the contention, that Japan, without re- 
sorting to a declaration of war, is endeavour- 
ing to secure belligerent rights for herself, has| 
much indeed to support it. ‘There has to be 
fone modification, however, and that is that 
she is not apparently claiming such rights 
‘against the United States, but only 
against Great Britain and France, for while 
the Ranpura, and the Aramis have been 
stopped, and boarded in order to discover 
their status,—as if that were not perfectly 
well known to every officer in the Japanese 
Navy,—the President Coolidge has not been 
interfered with. ‘The endeavours which 
Japan is making not to antagonize the 
United States will deceive no one in Wash- 
ington, for while overt acts may thus be 
missing, there is not the slightest doubt in. 
the mind of the American Government that. 
Jopan's policies are just as much levelled, 
‘against American interests as they are 
‘against those of the nations which Japan 
prefers for the moment openly to flout. 
‘Turning from the question of this attempted 
dlockade of the China coast, for which there 
eennot be the vestige of legal justifcation,— 
the Japanese spokesman has indeed denied 
the necessity of endeavouring to find any,— 
the application of his remarks to what is| 
happening with regard to the International 
Settlements of Kulangsu and Shanghai, 
together with the utterance of Mr. Yoshiald 
‘tra, Japanese Consul General in Shang- 
hai, on his recent return from Tokyo may 
not’ prove without significant interest. 

Mr. Miura is reported as having said:— 

1t is unreasonable not to listen to Japan 
when she is presenting ker reasonable and 

Tegal demands in a reasonable and legal way. 

‘And if the countries concerned adhere to 
such an attitude a dismal condition will be 
brought about in,the International Settlement, 

‘causing great annoyance to the millions of 

Inhabitants of the Settlement, 

Viewed in the light of what is happening 
in Kulangsu this threat is of considerable 
importance. It might have been hoped 
that Mr, Miura has either been misreported 
‘or misunderstood, but, as his remarks fall, 
in so completely with ‘those of the Japanese 
spokesman, they are to be taken as repre- 
senting a considered jugment. In Kulangsu, 
following the rejection of the Japanese 
demands for what would amount to 
Japanese contro! of the International Settle- 
ment there, the Japanese on the pretext of 
preventing’ alleged anti-Japanese elements, 
crossing from Amoy to the island, have in 
fact “established what is practically a. 
Blockade. To a request that they should 
set aside a point at which foodstufts from 
the mainland could be landed under Japan- 
ese supervision a prompt refusal was  re- 
turned, with the addendum that the au 
thorities of the settlement would be able to 
‘obtain adequate supplies from the mainland. 
As a result commodity prices on Kulangsu, 
are soaring sky high. It may be perfectly. 
true that the Settlement administration can| 
obtain supplies from the mainland, but it 
is equally true that the Japanese officials on 
the spot are applying annoyance tactics in 
the hope that these will make the other 
foreigners more amenable to their demands. 
‘The general scheme may be taken as an 
endeavour to force the Kulangst Municipal 
Couneil to accept Japanese demands, in the 
hope that thereafter the Powers concerned 
in the preservation of the internationality 
of the settlement would bow in the presenée 
of another of those faits accomplis which 
the totalitarian states have found so effec- 
tive in the past. The transformation of a 
partial blockade into a completely effective 
‘one might on Kulangstt bring about a dismal 
condition causing great annoyance to its 
thousands of inhabitants. 

‘There can now, in the minds of no one, 
be any misunderstanding as to the actual 
position which has been reached. From the| 
assurarices given from the very commence- 
ment of the hostilities in China that the 
Interests of foreign neutrals would be 
scrupulously respected, a series of casy transi- 

ns has brought about a position in which 
thot particular cloak has been openly aban- 
doned, attacks are being made upon such 
merests, and if there is any real meaning 
in Mr. Miura’s remarks, it surely must be 
that by pressure upon the millions of people 
residing in Shanghai it will be sought to 
smpose the Japanese will upon the Inter~ 
national Settlement, and it is to be supposed 
the French Concession. “It is not now,” to 
reiterate what the spokesman said, “a matter| 
of rights, but what the Japanese demand.” 
Mr, Miura suggests that those demands will 
have to be met, even if it means the applica- 
tion of tacties to which a very unfortunate 
term can be applied. Fortunately every- 
thing is not quite so easy as the Japanese| 
authorities would appear to believe. All the| 
serupulous care to avoid antagonizing the 
United States will go for nothing, if it is 
shown that the Japanese are reckless of 
American rights in the two international 
settlements which are thus being threatened. 
It is impossible to divide the application of| 
‘the Japanese policy into watertight —com- 
partments, and by keeping them  thus| 
separate hope to avoid the major consequen- 



































ces which must inevitably be entailed. Non- 
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interference with American shipping will 
not permit of Japanese eseape from the 
major issues which are being raised, nor 
will it in any way modify the fact’ that 
the threats to foreign neutral interests of 
which Japan has been, and still is guilty 
have brought about a community of purpose 
which may sooner or later, it is to be hoped 
sooner, find rather more expression than the 
mere lodging of protests and the acceptance 
of facile and, by now, completely unreliable 
ossuranees. ‘The foreign Powers involved 
have it well within their means to make 
their opinions respected in Japan, and these 
should not continue to be ' neglected, 
Fortunately, for everybody concerned, there 
is a saner ‘element in Japan with ‘whom 
these considerations may even now prevail, 








- THE MASK OFF 
May 30. 


The “world at large has regarded the 
various promises and assurances given by 
Japan since the outbreak of the China In- 
cident with such a degree of pardonable 
scepticism, that when Japanese spokesmen 
give utterance to declarations which in fact! 
reveal the true state of affairs, thelr remarks 
create no particular surprise, and are almost 
taken for granted. ‘That Is’ singularly true 
of the statement made by the spokesman of 
the Foreign Office in ‘Tokyo on Thursday 
Jast, when he said inter alia: 
“Japan is just now taking actions in China, 
th its national destiny at stake, under con- 
ditions tantamount to. war. The object of 
these actions is to place the sovereignty of 

China wnder the control of Japan In’ the 

light of "this circumstance Japan should ‘be 

regarded as placing the entire territory of 

China under Japanese control. 

As was pointed out in yesterday's leading 
article the past two years have seen a seri 
of gradual transitions in which Japan has 
ceased to be the friend of China, foreed more 
in sorrow than in anger to’ take action 
against her, desiring no territorial aggrandise 
ment, and promising integrity andr full 
sovereignty to China which would co- 
operate with her in establishing and main- 
taining peace in Asia, and has now become, 
what it Js believed she always was, a nation 
bent upon the subjugation of the whole 
country and its subordination to Japan, ‘The 
various offers of peace which have been made 
by the Japanese most certainly promised 
that China's territorial integrity and inde 
pendence should be preserved. There were 
imitations upon that, such as the demand 
for the establishment’ of Japanese garrisons 
in various parts of the country, but, what 
fever were the Japanese intentions ‘at the 
time, Tokyo most certainly wished the world 
at large to believe that it was embarked 
upon no war of conquest against China, but 
was merely engaged in seeking to remove 
from power its government which was dis- 
tasteful to Japanese leaders. Hence it was 
possible to believe that, as the campaign was 
directed against a Party and not the nation, 
Japanese disclaimers of any intentions to 
Teduce China to the status of a Japanese 
colony had some substance about them. 

It was not a wise thing to do, as events 
subsequently proved. Following the fall of 
Canton and Hankow, signs, which had al- 
ready been perceived that the Japanese 
action against China was designed for the 
purpose of exploitation, became more obvious. 
‘The formation of Sino-Japanese monopolies 
in all occupied areas was by no means offset 
by the establishment of provisional govern- 
ments, which, no matter what assurances 
they may have received as to thelr independ 
ence, were quite obviously institutions for 
the purpose of carrying out that policy of 
exploitation behind a facade which now de~ 
ceives no one. There was one particular 
benefit to be obtained from the formation of 
these provisional régimes, and that was to 
enable the Japanese on occasion to disclaim 
all responsibility for certain acts protested 
against by third party Powers and to seek 
to lay the onus upon these governments of 
their own creation. That again deceived no 
fone, quite probably did not even mislead 
those Chinese who threw their tot in with the 
invaders. It is apparent now from the state- 
ments made by the spokesman of the Japanese 
Foreign Office that whatever + may. have 
been Japan's intentions in the past they are 
not the same now, and that from mere ex- 
ploitation of the country Japan now intends 
to assert its complete sovereignty over the 
whole of the land. For all ordinary purposes 
it is not necessary to differentiate between 
utterances of a Japanese Cabinet Minister 
and those of the official spokesmen ; it is to 
bbe assumed that both speak on such matters 
as this with equal authority, and if that is 
0, as it must be, then it follows that the 
new state of affairs which Japan in endea- 
vouring to set up in Asia comprises the aboli- 
ton of China’ sovereignty, its annexation by 
Japan, and its reduction to a position no 
better’ than that of Manchoukuo. Assuming 
that position, then, it is to be claimed that 
with the passage of sovereignty from China 
to Japan in the areas occupied by the latter, 
Tokyo has the right to bring about such 
changes as may seem most fit for her own 
purposes without regard for the rights and

A Mere Formality 


IC the provisions of the German-Italian Mili- 
tary Pact are no more significant than Havas

Chungking Bombed Again 
Many Fires Started in City ; Shambles in 
Central Park ; Women, Children Die 


Chungking, May 26. 


[HE banking district appeared to be the objective of the Japanese 

bombing of Chungking yesterday evening. This section of the 
city was not greatly affected by previous bombings. 

‘Twenty-seven Japanese bombers, in three squadrons, converged 


over Shensi Road from the west. 





One laid a line of bombs from 


Sinfen Street, eastward through Hsienmiao Street, towards Shensi 


Road. 

‘The centre squadron started bomb- 
ing at Central Park, then | moved 
eastward through Taomenkou towards 
‘Shensi Road, while the northern. 
squadron went from Tuyuchai, down 
through Siacliangtse towards ‘Shensi 
Road. 

‘Onc bomb directly hit the tower 
of ‘the Meifeng Bank, which was 
probably the fnest and’ tallest build 
Ing in Chungking, erashing through 
{wo reinforeed concrete floors and 
shattering every window in the bulld- 
Ing. 

‘Reuter, however, in @ tour of the 
city this morning, found the bank 
fflices on the ground floor opened as. 
Usual At 7 am. the clerks were 
busily attending to thelr duties and 
taking eare of patrons, although the 
oor ‘was littered with broken "glass 
and other debris. 


Fires Under Control 

All fires in the city were under 
control and all the wounded persons 
‘were removed to hospitals by mid- 
night. 

‘Troops were seen this morning 
clearing up the débris and removing 
lunexploded bombs. Workers were 
‘busy repairing power, telegraph and 
telephone Lines, 

Central Park presented a tragic 
picture when inspected immediately 
Bfler the raid, 

Partly due to the summer heat, and 
partly due to the mistaken belief that 
the Japanese would not bomb such 
‘an open space like the park, which 
Js devoid of any military objectives, 
hundreds of the populace had flocked 
there after the alarm sounded. 

Women, Children Killed 

‘Many small bombs were rained all 
over the park, causing a lagre num= 
bor of casualtics. About 30 wounded 
were already in stretchers, ready 10 
be carried ‘off to hospitals, whon 
Router arrived on the scene, while 
at least 20 dead bodies were still left 
lying on the ground. 

‘One small ‘girl was sitting against 
‘a wall as if sleeping, but a trickle of 
blood flowing down ‘her neck re 
vealed that she was dead. 

“A Chinese mother was holding the 
hhand of her dead boy, who was about 
six years of aye, erying uncon 
trottably. 

Further on, lay another woman, 
still alive but unconscious, availing 
Femoval, while beside her lay her 
small giel ina pretty print frock— 
dead, 

‘An almost headless soldier had 
slumped at the foot of a cut-down 
tree, and beyond him two young girls, 
their bodies almost unmutilated, 
sprawled against a wall, 

‘What was once a children's play. 
ground was “littered with bodies, 
bomb craters and uprooted trees, 

‘Two large explosive bombs landed 
ear "the Chamber of Commerce 
building, making two huge holes 
Fight In the middle of a block of 
houses. Huge pieces of rock were 
hhurled through the air by the force 
‘of the explosions, some apparently by

Never had { seen a Chinese city 30 
absolutely deserted. 

‘Suihsien had been within three 
miles of the front lines for nearly 
six months. It had often been shelled 
fand, like most of the eities in North 
Hupeh, it had been bombed into ruins. 
‘The western gate through which we 
entered had been hit by a shell and 
showed a gaping hole in the ancient 
curved roof of the gate-house. From 
there the hoofs of our horses clate 
tered noisily over the cobbles of 
empty streets, which were, littered 
With wreckage ag a consequence of 
repeated air attacks. 














Missionaries Remain

These investigations throw a lot of light on conditions in the oc- 


cupied territory from which up 
been somewhat scanty. 

‘These reports show that the Japan- 
‘ese occupation of the territory is even 
more tenuous than was formerly sup- 
posed. At Anking. the capital of the 
Provinee ene would naturally expect 
2 fairly extensive occupation. It now 
transpires that only the city ig in the 
hands of the invaders, ‘while the 
entire country up to within a few 
miles of the eity walls is occupied by 
fan_organized Chinese Guerilla army. 

‘rhe strength and daring of the 
xverillas is shown by the fact that 

i May 8 they invaded the city itself 
ind engaged the Japanese garrison in 
‘SMreet fighting for a number of hours 
It was not until urgent appeals. were 
sent to Nanking by the Japanese and 
Six aeroplanes. were sent that the 
guerillas left the city, They were 

ble to take out a large quantity of 
urgently needed supplies, ammunition 
fand arms, which was the real object 
of thelr attack, 

Pure Propaganda. 
While almost every report from 


Japanese ‘Ficld Headquarters. states 
that thousands of rifles, hundreds of 














captured from the guerilla 
Wrould seem to indicate that this ix 
‘pure propaganda manufactured to im- 
Dress the world and lead the public 
Tinto. the false assumption that the 
‘conquest of China is practically com 
pleted. 

‘On the other hand the facts are 
that” the guerillas are “continually 
rearming themselves and their new 
ecruits with arms seized trom the. 
Japanese “conquerors.” 

‘The entire area of Anhwei province 
which is ostensibly conquered really. 
thas been reconquered by the guerilla 
armies, except for the eities along the 
‘Yangtze and narrow strips of territory. 

jong the few railways which are 
‘still Tunning. The vast area of west 
‘central Anhiwel surrounding the cities 
fof Shucheng, Tungeheng. Livan and 
Mwoshang, was overrin | by the 
Japanese just one year ago when one 
of. thelr main “armies marching 
through to cut the Peiping-Ffankow | 
railway at Sinyang desolated this 
territory: 

‘The cities were looted and burned. 
Jand tens of thousands of people 
were slaughtered by the “Kill and 
Burn” corps which marched at the 
head of the column, destroying every~ 
thing in sight, Tt'was then claimed 
that’ this terriory wax occupied. 
“Puppet” governnients were establish= 
ed ‘in the cities and the people 
‘welcomed the conquerors with waving 
fags. 

‘Today not one of the above-men- 
toned conquered cities has u single 
Japanese, neither ean one be found 
in the entire territory. The “puppets” 
fare all dethroned and executed and 
their assistants shot or in prison, All

every attack by the Japanese on thelr 
strongholds simply’ improves the 
technique and. ‘fighting ability ‘by 
xiving thom added experience, while 
at the same time it demonstrates te 
the Japanese the utter impossibility of 
ever accomplishing the subjection of 
‘he Chinese people, 

‘That this is already realized by the 
Japanese high command and "the 
home Government, ix evidenced. by 
their frantic efforts during the past 
few wooks to persuade the Chinese 
to stop fighting und surrender the 
entire country to the invaders, ‘The 
‘rend of the: diplomaey of Japanese 
officialdom shows that they realize 
how desperate is thelr situation in 
‘these interior provinces, 

1 is safe to say that during the 
next few months they” will intensity: 
his effort to porstiade the Chinese 
Government to coase resistance, This 
will be done largely through third 
Powers, but the real ‘reason for these 
ffforts jies in the innumerable gucti 
armies which now overrun every one 
of the so-called occupied provinees.

Tipton acted. ax chairman’ of th 
meeting. 

About ten inmates of the Institute 
For Chinese Blind, accompanied by 
Mr Goorge B. Fryer, were guests 
at the meeting, They later sang 
‘and read from the Braille books 
which were brought from the school 
and gave an excellent demonstration 
ff the good that is to be derived 
from the use of Braille literature in 
such institutions. ‘Those attending 
the function were later given an 
‘opportunity. to inspect various texts 
printed in’ Braille and much interest 
centered around a machine some- 
what similar to a typewriter which 
is used to place characters in Braille 
‘on paper. 

Dr. Caughey in his speech stated 
that although the number of ‘blind 
in’ China is unknown it would be 
safe to put the figure at about one 
million. "For these helpless people, 
he said, there are at present only 
29 schools with a combined staff 
‘of 29 teachers. Referring to trachoma

Soviets or Russia 
A Russian’s Duty 


To the Editor of the 
fonrit-Cunxa Datty News” 

The controversy under the 
above headline has somewhat de- 
enerated into an exhibition of per~ 
Sonal merits or demerits of the 
respective correspondents, hardly of 
‘any interest to the average render. 
The main point in this dispute is 
whether Russian emigrants should go 
to defend Russian country in case 
the Soviet government enters in 
war with some country, or, as Bula 
Dey CH, puts it, "We Russians must 
Torget about political hatred when 
the defence of Russia is at stake, 

From a certain point of view he 
ook az if he is foreing an open door. 
Tussian people in the past fought 
many enemies and defended their 
country. from invaders. In this re~ 
Spect our history has recorded 
few unmistakable Instances, of wh 
we may justly be proud, ‘Therefore, 
there it no Feason to question our 
readiness to fight our enemy at the 
present time also, But, in order to 
remove anly possible misunderstand. 
ing. or mistake, let us emphatically 
state, that the first, the foremost and 
the bitterest enemy of the Russi 
‘ieople ix so-called Soviet Government 
itself, and on its destruction should 
be, and will be concentrated, before 
anythin 
difMcult task ‘Russia will accept, co: 
operation, and assistance from. who- 
ever is ready to extend her his help= 
Ing hand, 

Atler the Soviet Government had 
been destroyed it might happen that 
Russia will not have anybody else to 
fight for the simple reason that the 
Soviet Government's enemies are not 
necessarily those of the Russian peo 
ple too. Russians can, for instance, 
et along perfectly well with all 
capitalists, While Bolsheviks consider 
the latter ‘as their bitterest eneinies, 

‘Then where ies the point of aise 
agreement between us, Russian 
emigrants here, and B. L. msc, cx.

BL. usc. ce, having admitted in 
his previous correspondence that the

the minds of the lesser educated 
Chinese: they have been so used 10 
it in their own homes and compounds 
that they cannot see any reason to) 
change their conduct when they are 
in an international. playground.

Britain Urged to Provide Escorts for Ships

RITISH Government authorities last night took a serious view

DALAL LAMA WANTED 


By ‘Tiserax 





It has been reported for some time that 
there are two incarnations of the Dalai 
Lama in Lhasa and one in Amdo, The latter 
was discovered by the Panchan Lama but 
so far is still there, being unable, for various 
Feasons {0 proceed to the sacred capital. “It 
also transpires that the Tibetans were making 
all the necessary preparations for the selec~ 
tion of the new Dalai when it was disclosed 
that any selection carried out without the 
presence of a high Chinese official would not 
be recognized, It was further learned that 
the selection also called for the presence at 
the ceremony of the Panchan Lama, the Pan- 
chan being considered the teacher and the 
Dalai the pupil: or as it has been explained, 
the Panehan is the father and the Dalai the 

The selection of a Dalai or a Panchan has 
always been an elaborate affair, attended by 
all the high dignitaries in the' lama world, 
‘and the two Chinese ambassadors to Lhasa. 
In itself the ceremony seemed to be quite 
simple. On occasions there would be two 
‘or three names but why this is so no ex= 
planation has been offered. ‘The ceremony 
‘of finding the incarnation of a Dalat 
seems to be so clear and so definite 
that there Is little possibility of a mistake 
being made, So many distinctive marks are 
looked for and so many signs of his holy 
origin that it seems quite unnecessary to 
call for more than one name, At the present 
time, apparently, three names have been 
submitted. 





So it becomes evident that religion is not 
the dominating influence in the selection of 
‘a Dalai Lama : polities specially at the pre~ 
sent time are playing a very important part ; 
‘and as the years pass will no doubt more 
‘and more dominate the religious and spiritual 
situation in the Land of the Lamas. 

The boy selected to become the future 
Dalal is usually of a very tender age and 
as such is neither a lama nor a king. His 
training is in the hands of very powerful men 
who can mould him to whatever way of 
thinking they determine, It is, therefore, a 
decided catch to nominate and dominate the 
future ruler of the Forbidden Land. In the 
course of time he may become strong and 
powerful and be inclined to follow an in= 
dependent line of action, but he will never 
become stronger and more powerful than 
{he lame hlerarehy that constantly surrounds 
him. 

Drebung, with its lama roll of 7,700 re~ 
sident priests, is probably the largest and 
strongest religious institution in the world. 
On oceasion the number has been known to 
reach nine and 10,000 monks. Drebung is ex~ 
ceedingly wealthy’ and is the most important 
seat of learning in the Land of the Lamas. 
‘The inmates in this great religious institution 
fare not inclined to spend all their time re~ 
eating prayers and reading their bibles 
—modern rifles have found their way into 
Drebung and to what extent the lamasery is 
farmed is unfortunately not known. Rifles 
filter into the Forbidden Land from every 
frontier but the lamas have shown a decided 
preference for the Remington, as well as 
some well-known Russian rifles. 

‘Tibet is a wide country and as the roads 
converse on Lhasa robber bands are not 
infrequent. Sometimes the lamas are called 
10 the nomadic encampments surrounding 
Lhasa and and to do so unarmed would be 
taking a risk. It is, therefore, not unusual 
to see the lamas and drabas in different parts 
of the Roof of the World proceeding to a 
prayer meeting fully armed. Again, lamas 
as merchants carry large sums of money from 
Lhasa to Tachienlu to buy Chinese tea and 
other produce. ‘To travel unarmed would be| 
inviting the nomadic brigands to come and 
help themselves. Arms are, therefore, neces- 
sary, even in Lamaland if the lama-merchant, 
is to carry on business. 











In the selection of a now Dalai Lama 
powerful Drebung naturally claims ‘first 
place. At the ceremony her lamas occupy 


more seats than others and her voice is 
Toudest in acelaiming the new tt 
follows, that not only in the selection, but int 
the discovery of the incarnation, this institu 
tion claims. priority. ‘The chief lama in 
Drebung has enormous power and influence 
and this lamasery is the only one in the Land 
of the Lamas thi dare to question the 
word of the Dalai ‘This has been 
done and the Dalai has wisely recognized its 
prestige and authority. ‘The Dalai Lama may 
be the appointed temporal ruler of Lamaland 
and religious 

help him in this, he rules with 
the dark hand of Drebung ever hanging! 
above this head. | 























Now these powerful institutions are faced 
with a new and strange problem. ‘The last 
Dalai died in December, 1933, and according, 
to precedent the new ‘a reincarna- 
tion of the last, should, and could have been 
found within one or two years. Five yearsand 
more have passed and the Lama Throne is 
still vacant and likely to remain so for an 
indefinite time. Those responsible for the 
Aiscovering, selecting and placing of the new 
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Dalal went ahead and apparently reached 
certain point, which was reached sometime 
during 1938. " Something new was being at- 
tempted in the Land of the Lamas: a new 
Dalai was being established but with a de- 
cided departure from precedent. 

It is difficult to discover what will be the 
final outcome of the present impasse. The 
Chinese Government at Chungking has sent 
two high officials, one Chinese, the other 
Tibetan, to represent it at the selecting of 
the new Dalai Lama. But the Lhasa Gov- 
‘ernment seems in no mood to reciprocate this 
friendly gesture. Their ambition is, hence- 
forth, to sclect their own Dalai without any 
‘outside interference or complication. It has 
however, come to the ears of the Lhasa 
Government, that any selection or appoint- 
ment of any new Dalai may not be re- 
cognized or considered valid by the Central 
Government. In that case the new Dalai 
would become non persona grata with the 
Chinese Republic, 








China is too big and too powerful and too| 
enduring entirely to be disregarded in the 
selection of the new Dalai. For some years 
the Young Nationalist Party has been work- 
ing hard to get hold of the reins of govern- 
‘ment but so far has not been very successful. 
‘The lama and all that he represents stands 
in their way. ‘The Young Party is not anti- 
Jama or anti-religious ; it is almost entirely 
‘anti-outside interference ; it stands decidedly 
for autonomy. The lama, provided he is left 
alone within his own powerful lamasery, is 
not very particular what form of govern- 
ment obtains in Lamaland. Drebung, like 
Sera and Galdan, are empires in themselves : 
govern the soul and attempt to deter- 
mine its eternal welfare. ‘The lama may be 
Chinese, Russian, Indian or Burmese, the 
control is not government but Lamaism. 
There are two things the Lhasa Govern- 
ment can do: first, accept the presence of 
the two Chinese appointed officials and pro- 
ceed with the selection ceremony, or, second, 
Jet Tuden Jamtso have the honour of being 
the last Dalai Lama, number thirteen, and let 
his inearnation, like Noah's dove, hop, skip 
and jump on the face of the waters till it 
find some resting place. ‘The lamas, how- 
ever, will force an issue, and demand a 
Dalai Lama, even in the face of fierce op- 
position from the Young Party. 
‘The Panchan and his party at the present 
me are out of the running so have very. 
little to say as to what should be don 
‘There is some rumour that the Panchan's in- 
carnation has been found in Outer Mongolia, 
id that the Russians are refusing to release 
him. ‘The problems facing Lamaland just 
now demand considerable foresight and what 
done now will no doubt determine the 
future of the Land of the Lamas.

Japanese View 


of Europe 


Rear-Admiral Sekine Holds Berlin-Rome Axis 
Superior to London-Paris Strength

HE world situacion, perticularly in Europe and the Far East, 
is being interestingly treated by a well-known Japanese 


naval critic, Rear-Admiral Gumpei Sekine, 





in a series of articles| 


for the magazine “Gaiko Jiho” (Diplomatic Review). 
‘One of these, in which the European crisis, as scen from the 


Japanese naval strategist’s point 


‘and France versus Germany and Italy, translates as follows 


‘The annexation of Czechoslovakia 
and" Memel by" Gerfiany” and of 
‘Albania by Maly precipitated the 
present crisis in Europe, but I do not 
think it will bring about a war in 
the immediate future. There are 
{good reasons to support this assump- 
tion, both on the side of Britain and 
France on the one hand, and of 
Germany and Italy on the other. 

On the side of Britain and France 
there are Weaknesses in factors that 
affect the fighting strength of both 
countries directly and indirectly, to 
say nothing of thelr Jand, naval ‘nd 
fir forces in comparison ‘with those 
of Germany and Italy, 

It is very likely, therefore, that 
oth Britain and France will, oF ean, 
do nothing more than closely watch 
What Germany and Haly will do, At 
the same time there is no doubt that 
both the latter countries seek victory 
without appealing to foree. 

‘The Arst thing to note is that the 
strength of the Rome-Berlin axis is 
far stronger than the London-Paris 
‘axis, Certainly Britain and France 
fare united inthe’ desire to defend 
themselves against what they call 
German and Italian aggression, “But 
no aecord seems to have been reached 
between them on other foreign 
‘questions. 

"The German-Italian pact, on the 
contrary, covers all such question: 
‘So It appears to me that the Berlin= 
Rome oxis 1s positive while the Lon- 
don-Paris axis 1 passive. 

‘The world is well aware of Premier 
‘Mussolini's ideal of the recontruction 
fof the ancient, Roman Empire, and 
Fuchrer Hitler's programme of the 
‘unifeation of all German stocks. 
Each. is sympathetic toward the 
‘other's national ‘schemes, and each is 
relying on the other's good will and 
‘id. here 1s no conflict of interest 
between them, and they are proc 
ing hand in hand in the ‘common 
effort. to defeat the Anglo-French 
plan to eneirele them. 


‘Man-power Pactor 

‘The second factor that works for 
the Berlin-Rome axis is man-power— 
sch a man-power that can be 
relied on for national defence is the 
popilation of the home country. “In 
Comparing fighting strength between 
Britain and France on the one hand 
‘and Germany and Haly on the other, 
the first thing to note is that Gor- 
many’s population of now over 0. 
(000,000 rivals the combined strength 
of Britain and France, and if Italy's 
population fs added, it execeds 120,- 
000,000, If the man-power of Britain 
‘and France is superior to that of 
Germany and Italy in quality, it eer~ 
tainly is on their credit side; but 
Who can assert whether that is so 
or not? 

‘The third factor that works in the 
interests of Germany and Italy is the 
food question. Britain is dependent 
‘on fo0d supplies from overseas. | In 
Japan, when our Empire was founded, 
‘our forefathers found it good to eat 
lee and Ash. 

Yo them we owe our present happy 
state of self-supply of our daily food, 
though we are engaged in a big war 
In China, We are not self-supporting 
in some. other commodities, but in 
foodstuffs we are more than self 
stifleient, We are an endowed nation 
in this respect. No economie blockade 
ean harm us. 
the world war Germany 
was ina far worse ease than we are 
now, specially as regards food. 
Nevertheless the German people 

inst thelr hardships for as 
Toni, as four years, combatting nearly 
the whole world. 


Germany ‘Then Better 

When the crisis took place in 
Europe last. year over the Czecho- 
slovakia question, it was Germany, 
‘and sot Britain, whieh was in the 
better position to go to war. No one 
can soy otherwise. Undoubtedly the 
German army is formidable, but in 
‘air strength also Germany is far 
ahead of Britain and France—a fact 
made elear even in Colonel Lind 
bergh’s report. 

‘Then what about, naval strength ? 
‘The German navy's reconstruction, 
for new defence, was started two 
years ahead of Britain's, and thanks 
{to that, Germany today’ possesses a 
navy superior to Britain’s in quality, 
though Inferior in quantity.

How is it that Britain was thus 
overtaken by Germany? ‘The whole 
story goes back to the two naval con- 
ferences at Washington and London. 
By the naval treaties then concluded, 
Britain was able to. control the! 
growth of the American navy and, 
fat the same time, to keep the Japan- 
ese navy in a far inferior state in| 
‘comparison with both the British and 
‘American navies. 

But one cannot hurt another with-| 
out hurting onself. While Britain 
‘was thus marking time, for two years 
Germany went ahead.” But that was| 
not all of what eaused Britain  to| 
hesitate to take any positive action. 
(Consideration of food supply exereised| 
vital influence over the British at-| 
tude, 

‘The British Isles were discovered 
by the forefathers of the present | 
British people Jong after the Japanese | 
Islands were consolidated into a state. 
In those early days of Britain, its 
people enjoyed self-suficiency’ in| 
food, 

20,000,000 Acres Unused 

But in later centuries industrializa~ 
tion of the country took place, and 
with it, the farming and fishing in 
Gustries, on which the British fore 
father ‘had founded their greatness, 
went into a decline. Moreover, as| 
‘industrial’ zones have been localized | 
through economie consideration of 
Yaw materials and uel-power, about 
20,000,000 acres of farmland have fallen 
Into disuse. On the contrary, Britain| 
prefers to buy foodstuls abroad. 

In the days in 1917 when the Ger- 
man submarines were achieving thei 
‘most effective results, there were in 
the whole United Kingdom stocks of 
foodstuifs | sullicient for only six 
weeks. Lloyd George alone. among 
the whole army of British officials 
id not turn pale, according to. the! 
American, Admiral Sim: 
problem in Britain today seems to} 
Femain as unsatisfactory as it was in 
those eritieal days. 

In sharp contrast to this is the state 
of affairs in Germany. ‘Though Ger~ 
many suffered long months and years 
of destitution during the world war, 
her people have been resolute enough 
to rehabilitate their nation, and that 
work has been more conspicuously 
carried on since Fuehrer Hitler came 
Into administrative power, 

It seems that Hitler has laid special 
stress on training and preparing his 
people to cope with the situation that 
would arise if Germany were| 
blockaded. During the world war 
the Germans suffered inost from Tack 
of fats. 

Germany now seems to have 
secured an adequate supply of butter, 
fas a result of strengthening her trade 
relations with “Manchoukwo, whieh 
beeame the basis of the’ Japan- 
German-Manchoukuo entente, “Tt was 
the beans that grow so abundantly in 
Manchoukuo that attracted the atten- 
tion of Germany. She saw in them| 
material for a fine and vital substitute 
for natural butter, 


‘The German people were made to| 
use it, though at first they did not 
care for it much on account of the 
‘lifferent taste. Soon, however, they 
became accustomed fo it. while on 
the other hand constant research has 
made the product more palatable. 
‘The result is that at present this 
bean-butter is widely used in Ger- 
mun households, 


Wheat Cultivation in Italy 
In Ttaly, as a result of special en 
couragement by Premier Mus- 
Solin}, the cultivation of wheat is 
Fapidiy expanding, in both. acreage 
fand yield. As the Talians. consume 
more wheat than other peoples, this 
‘measure taken by Mussolint is quite 
satura 
‘Taken altogether, Germany and 
Italy seem today to be better off than. 
Britain and France in the matter of 
preparing foodstuffs for consumption, 
in time of emergency. 

From the strategical point of view, 
Britain ard France are in a disud- 
vantageous situation, and this can be| 
counted as their fourth weakness| 
Yisdevis Germany and Maly. In the 
first place, control of the North Sea) 
by the British navy is not perfect. 
‘The British people apparently think 
they had effective contro! of the| 
North Sea during the world war, but 















































that was not the case. 





‘The truth was that neither the 
British nor German fleet could ad- 
minister a crushing defeat to the 
other in the Nort Sea throughout 
the war. ‘What happened was the 
{aking and re-taking of the dom! 
‘ance of that sea by the two rival 
fects in rotation. The British navy, 
utilizing its. superior strength "and 
geographic advantage, concentrated 
its whole energy. in the North Sea 

But for it German warships 
‘would have been sent out over the 
Seven seas, with more effective ree 
sults, 

Ik is entirely wrong to assume that 
the British fect was in command of 
the North Sea during the world war. 
The case is the same today. Britain 
fs in constant danger from the rear, 
that is, from Germany. “Hence she is 
not in a position to wage War agai 
America, aly, or Japan. 

‘Were it possible for Britain to con- 
trol the North Sea completely, 20 
that no rival Meet dare’ challenge 
her there, she could send her naval 
strength io other seas for offensive 
operations. “Naturally that would 
fenhance and secure her position. in 
the world’s affairs. 

In order to ensure contro! of the 
North Sea Britain should hold all 
important linking points along the 
coast. “Many good chances have come 
to the British to secure this import- 
fant advantage, but each time they 
hhave failed t0 take the opportunity. 

We call the water within lines 
drawn connecting such “points, the 
asic sea surface, because it is ine 
dispensable for the growth of the: 
ration in command of it, and It also. 
‘becomes an important strategic base 
in Ume of war. Admiral Mahan also 
hhad this idea, though he did not, 
openly call it 20. 

‘During the world war the German 
navy kept the Baltic and Black ‘Seas

none’ of the German fleet was able| 
to break the blockade, and even if 
they had they could have done noth- 
ing as they had no base at whieh to 
put in. 
























































Situation Different 

Now the situation is quite different. 
‘Spain is closely tied up with Ger~ 
many as with Italy, and her naval 
Bares are open to both the German 
and Malian fleets. Thus the German 
feet in Spanish waters is certainly a 
dagger pointed at both Britain and 
France. 

‘Some people suppose that the 
Gibraltar Strait is stil under British 
control.
